Dr.  Edward  F.  Sheffield  has  been 
appointed  Professor  of  Higher  Education  at 
this  University,  and  also  Executive  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents 
of  the  Provincially-Assisted  Universities  and 
Colleges  of  Ontario,  both  appointments  to 
take  effect  next  July  1. 

The  organization  of  presidents  of  Ontario 
universities  and  colleges  receiving  provincial 
aid  is  headed  by  President  Claude  Bissell. 
In  the  newly-created  position,  Dr.  Sheffield 
is  to  maintain  liaison  between  the  committee 
and  governmental  and  non-governmental 
bodies  concerned  with  problems  of  higher 
education.  He  will  head  a central  office  for 
the  committee,  planned  for  Toronto. 

Born  in  Calgary,  Dr.  Sheffield  earned 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Arts  degrees 
from  McGill  University,  and  a doctorate  in 
education  from  New  York  University. 

Since  1958  he  has  been  Director  of  Re- 
search for  the  Association  of  Universities 
and  Colleges  of  Canada.  His  previous  posi- 
tions include  Director,  Education  Division, 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Ottawa; 
Registrar,  Carleton  University,  and  Registrar, 
Sir  George  Williams  University.  During  the 
Second  World  War,  Dr.  Sheffield  was  a 
Personnel  Selection  Officer  and  Strategic 
Planning  Officer  with  the  Royal  Canadian 
Navy. 

In  the  Division  of  University  Extension, 
Dr.  Emlyn  Davies  has  been  appointed 
Assistant  Director  in  charge  of  the  evening 
and  afternoon  courses  in  the  Liberal  Arts.

Visiting  Professor  in  French 


The  first  in  a series  of  Varsity  Fund  spon- 
sored appointments  of  distinguished  scholars 
from  French-Canadian  universities  has 
brought  Prof.  Luc  Lacourciere  from  Laval 
University  to  spend  the  current  term  as 
Visiting  Professor  in  University  College.  He 
is  conducting  two  weekly  seminars  in  the 
Graduate  Department  of  French  on  “La 
Tradition  orale  et  la  litterature  au  Canada 
francais”  and  will  give  a series  of  three 
public  lectures  on  February  9,  16  and  23 
( see  February  Events  ) . 

Professor  Lacourciere  has  for  some  twenty- 
five  years  taught  at  Laval  University  while 
conducting  and  directing  continuous  research, 
including  annual  summer  field  trips,  in 
North  American  Folklore,  recognized  and 
supported  periodically  by  grants  from  the 
Royal  Society  of  Canada,  the  Guggenheim 
Foundation  and  the  Rockefeller  Foundation. 
He  holds  a chair  at  Laval  University  in 
Canadian  and  Comparative  Folklore  and 


directs  the  Laval  Folklore  Archives,  a centre 
for  research  and  a mine  of  recorded  docu- 
mentation, embracing  the  whole  area  of 
French  life  in  America.  Since  1946  he  has 
edited  a series  of  volumes  entitled  Archives 
de  Folklore,  which  contain  some  of  his  pub- 
lished studies.  Among  his  publications  are 
a critical  edition  of  the  Poesies  completes  of 
Emile  Nelligan  and  articles  in  a dozen 
learned  journals.  He  is  preparing  a critical 
edition  in  three  volumes  of  the  Oeuvres 
completes  of  Philippe  Aubert  de  Gaspe  and 
a critical  Catalogue  des  contes-types  popu- 
lates de  langue  frangaise  en  Amerique  du 
Nord. 

Professor  Lacourciere  has  lectured  widely 
in  Europe  and  America  and  participated  in 
many  learned  organizations  and  conferences. 
In  1962  he  was  elected  to  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada,  in  1964  he  became  Director  of 
Canadian  Studies  at  Laval  University,  and 
he  is  a member  of  the  Canada  Council.

Graduate  Studies 

Dr.  Ernest  Sirluck,  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Graduate  Studies  left  Toronto  on  Jan  20 
for  Cambridge  University  where  he  will  be 
an  overseas  fellow  of  Churchill  College  until 
September. 

Making  this  announcement,  President 
Claude  Bissell  said  the  invitation  from  the 
Churchill  board  of  electors  was  fresh  recog- 
nition of  Dean  Sirluck  as  a scholar  of  inter- 
national distinction.  His  predecessors  as 
overseas  fellows  at  Churchill  have  included 
George  Gamow,  whose  books  on  astronomy 
have  sold  in  the  millions,  and  the  philoso- 
pher Jacques  Barzun  of  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. 

A flat  is  being  provided  in  the  college  for 
Dean  Sirluck,  his  wife  and  their  two  chil- 
dren. He  will  give  some  lectures  and  will 
make  himself  available  to  students  at  infor- 
mal seminars.  But  most  of  his  time  will  be 
spent  in  research  for  a book,  “Milton  and 
the  Law  of  Nature”.  He  has  made  a start  on 
this  project  but  set  the  work  aside  in  1949 
when  he  agreed  to  edit  Volume  II  of  the 
Yale  University  “Complete  Prose  Works  of 
John  Milton”.  This  took  10  years. 

Ernest  Sirluck,  M.B.E.,  B.A.  (Manitoba), 
M.A.  and  Ph.D.  (Toronto),  is  47.  He  served 
with  the  Canadian  Army  in  Western  Europe 
as  both  a regimental  and  a staff  officer  in 


World  War  II,  finishing  as  a major.  There 
followed  a brief  period  as  teaching  fellow 
and  then  lecturer  in  University  College  be- 
fore starting  15  years  on  the  staff  of  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago— the  last  five  as  Professor 
in  the  Department  of  English  and  in  the 
Committee  of  Ideas  and  Methods.  He  has 
been  dean  of  the  graduate  school  of  Toronto 
since  1964. 

A scholar  and  editor  of  wide-ranging  in- 
terests in  the  humanities,  Dean  Sirluck  is 
perhaps  best  known  for  his  publications  on 
Milton  and  the  Renaissance. 

During  his  absence  the  School  of  Gradu- 
ate Studies  will  be  directed  by  Dr.  William 
C.  Winegard,  the  assistant  dean,  supported 
by  the  associate  deans.  Dr.  H.  C.  Eastman 
and  Dr.  J.  G.  Breckenridge. 

The  author  of  a recent  article  in  the 
New  York  Times  suggested  that  Churchill 
College— which  “is  already  injecting  some 
of  its  founder’s  irreverent  pugnacity  into 
the  cloistered  ways  of  Cambridge  Univer- 
sity”—may  become  Sir  Winston’s  most 
lasting  monument. 

Sir  John  Cockcroft,  Britain’s  postwar 
director  of  atomic  research,  is  the  master. 
Honorary  fellows  include  Francis  Crick, 
Nobel  prize-winner  for  molecular  biology; 
Barnes  Wallis,  inventor  of  variable  wing 
aircraft;  and  Henry  Moore  the  sculptor. 
C.  P.  Snow  is  an  allied  fellow. 

The  college  has  strong  trans-Atlantic  ties. 
Sir  Winston  and  his  wartime  adviser,  Lord 
Cherwell,  envisaged  an  institution  modelled 
after  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 
The  first  large  contribution  towards  this  goal 
was  $1  million  from  the  Ford  Foundation. 

Under  the  college  statutes  70  per  cent  of 
its  students  must  be  majoring  in  science.
